The
Grand Jury, which meets on Monday, will
have two homicide cases to ac: on, the more
important being that of Gueutber Schnelle,
accused of murdering Dr. G. 8chuchurdt on
March 11), and theother thatof Michael f ane,
who fatally stabbed John McLaughlin with a

pocket kuife on December 2-1.
There will also be several grand larceny

cases, among them that of Joseph Chambers,
the alleged Market House pick-pocket, those
of Cbarlcfl 8teele, Charles Bennett, and that
of George Washington.

cused of burglary and grand larceny, and Ed¬
ward Ztne, Harry Pretao, Clarence Johnson
and William Kinuey of burglary.

The guard,
an iron bar, wia snapped in two,
and one of the broken ends Hew out
with considerable fore* and struck Chew in
tho stomach, piercing throngh his clothes and
cutting hie II-*h badlv. He waa removed to
bia home in North Wheeling and his Injury
properly attended to. Though not dangerous,

The annual scale convention of the Amal¬

held at Chicago last summer, which is con-

Udently relied upon by tbe members to give
each section of the country aud each braucb
of the Association a fair representation in
tbe convention, aud prevent its beinir pack¬
ed by the more radical members of tbe Pitts¬
burgh district, as it ia alleged it baa often
bten heretofore. The basis of representation
is one delegate to every three hundred mem¬

bers, whiun gives this district live delegates
in the meetiug.

VIKWS OF WORKL1NU MEM UK 115.

The Wheeling members of the Association
ore almost unanimously in favor of a conser¬
vative policy, aud the delegates from this
district are nnderstood to be opposed to
any course at this time which would tend to
interfere with tbe harmony now existing be-
twteu the manufacturers and their employes
ou the wage question. While many of them
think wages should be adjusted, they do not
tbiuk tuis ia the time to urge tbe matter on

tbe attention of the manufacturers, feeling
disposed to let well enough alone for the
present. Persous in a position to know say
that tiie prevailing sentiment among mem¬
bers of the Association in this district is op¬
posed to any change in tbe icale, and if the
same feeling is general over the country, the
convention will reaffirm the old scale
in all important praticulars. There
was a proposition submitted to the
district Hireling of the Association last
month to change the basis of the sliding scale
of wager, making it the price of sheet iron
instead of bar, but it is inferred from current
expressions that this was not favorably re¬

ceived by the meeting, although the justice
of such a change, cannot but impress Itself
upon every person's mind, Said a prominent
iron worker the other day: "A change has
got to come, but we are in no position to en-
Jorce it now, and if tbe better judgment of
tbe Association prevails, as I have no doub'
it will, in this convention. there will be no
innovation agreed to at all on Saturday."

A WHEELING MA»UrACTUB«C
The manufacturers here do not talk very

freely on tbe situation. Oueof them said yes¬
terday that it was bis private opinion that
wages wonld not be rcduced, as it if alleged
was proposed at an Informal conference
after tbe meeting of the Western Iron Asso¬
ciation at Pittsburgh Wednesday. This, bow-
ever, was only his individual opinion. He
knew nothing of tbe views of the manufac¬
turers'in general, but While in justice to the
manuficturers, be thought, tbere should be a

chsnge in the scale in their favor, he believ¬
ed it would be very unwise to press it at this
time.
"We have bad enough trouble," said he,

"and I prophesy that the opening year will
be one'of peace and prosperity among the
mills, notwithstanding the unfavorable ac¬
tion of Congress on the tariff, aud tbe efforts
of interested parties to make discord and
prortt by it, while the mills as well
as the workmen of this section suf¬
fer. I tell you, all parties had their
eye ieeth cut last summer, and it will be
somo little time before either tbe manufac¬
turers or the workingmen precipitate such
another strike or lock out, or run the risk of
jne. This talk oon always be heard about
the tim*tbe ai,nua) 8Cal® convention meets.
You can hea»" *°y thing.and a good deal of the
talk is for an ohV;:n« purpose. But wait and
see. You wilj find a morale and conserva¬

tive set of men meeting at Pittsburg1' Satur¬
day, and 'by their fruits ye shall Jtnow
them.'"

What the Wheeling OnrxmeB Will Do

When the Neaaon Optoi.
In former years Wheeling enjoyed a fine

reputation as an aquatic center, and sup¬
ported a half dozen boat c'ubs, ail of which
were in a nourishing condition. To-day the
boatclriba are almost all things of the past,
and Wheeling owes the fact that she is known
at all in the boating circles of the present
time to two or three meu. Floodsauu heavy
ice have wrecked the boat houses, and there
has not been interest enough manifested to
replace them. The Nail City club possesses
no scul era of any pretensions, and is merely
H social organization. This is not us it should
be; the club baa a good house and ought to
develop some pood oarsmen.
The Nortn End and the Leasure clubs

dragged out au existence lsst season, but it
is doubtful if they will have any life left in
them this year. When the clubewere in full
blast they afforded pleasant resorts for the
mill men, who largely composed the mem¬
bership, and a spin on the river on u flue
summer evening after a day's work, was a
very pleasant recreation.
Wheeling's individual oarsmen who at¬

tained promlueuce last season, audwho were
favorably known to the public before, are
George Weis^erber, more familiarly known
au "FattyHilly Bricelaud, of the Eighth
ward, and EJ. Ola-or. They are named in
the order in which they stood at the close of
last season. Then there is Beilz, of North
Wheeling, an amateur.a protege of Weis-
gerber'a.who was believed by some last sea¬
son to be a coming man. HabeiHeld, also of
North Wheeliug, is another amateur, but it
was alleged by some last fall that there was a
good deal of the hipj>odrome about one of
nis races, and Wheeling sporta have learned
by experience to be cautious about putting
any faith in such "quitters." Gus Knotie,
the Dlucky light weight of the Eighth ward,
has withdrawn eutirejy, gone into the saloon
business, aud is happy and contented.
What the prospects for the coming season

are, it ia as yet hard to say. Weisgerber has
been keeping in good trim by worklug at his
trade in the Baltimore & Ohio shops, and by
a Irtquent use of the clubs and bells. He
is as close mouthed as ever, but his friends
occasionally talk. One of them said, a few
evenings since:

"Well, I don't exactly know whether
'Fatty' and bis backers have matured any
deflolte plana yet or not I understand one
thing to be a fact, though, and that is. that
they will row Briceland ta the tune of $2,000
to his$L,500,and it has been rumored that they
will say either $1,600 to $1,200, or $1,700 to
$1 500 to any oarsman in Weat Virginia or
Penmylvanla. 'Fatty' is bow in his prime,
and will pull in splendid order the coming
season. You can suy that what I'm giving
you is pretty straight."

Billy Briceland. has not been doing any¬thing special, so far, except to practice daily
with Indian clubs and dumb be la. In con¬
versation with a reporter a fow days ago, he
said that he had made no plant; he would like
to row, but thought if he did, it would be
with Eastern parties.possibly lliley, if be
could get the cliance. lie did not think Cla-
tor would row him, and hB should not cross
spruces with Weisgerber until be had had a
chance to see what he (Briceland) could do
with himself. If he believed he could beat
'Fatty' after the season was further advanced,
he would give him a race.
A well known authori.y on boating affairs

was asked what he knew and answered that
about the only thing he had heard of or no¬
ticed was the fact that Ed. Clator was build¬
ing a boat house on the creek near the gas
works, and it looked as thougn he might be
proposing to do a little aquatic work.
